DOG GERMANS’ FOOTSTEPS. 


Allies in Constant Conflict—One 
View of Invaders’ Plans.

PARIS, Sept. 6.—A great battle in 
the heart of France may be fought 
sooner than,f &xpected.

The disappearance southeastward oe} 
the German Host which was supposed 
to be ready to™ attack the defenses of 
Paris is a gigatitic surprise. 

In the French official note issued 
on Friday night it was stated:

In my long journey through and 
wbout France and ciréling found Paris 
‘L found myself ‘wondering sometimes 
whether all this war had not been a 
‘dreadful Hiusion : without reality, and 
@ transformation had taken place, 
Startling in its change, from military 
turmoil to rural peace. 

Dijon was emptied of its troops. The 
road ‘to ChAlons was deserted by all 
The great armed camp 
of Ch&lons. itself had been cleared out 
except: for a small garrison. The 
troops at ‘Tours had gone northward 
to the French centre: « All our English 
fYeserves had been rushed up to the 
front from Havre and Rouen. 

There was only ohe deduction to bé 
drawn from this great, swift move- 
thent—the French and English . lines 
had ‘been: supported by every available 
battalion, to .save Paris from its 
menace of destruction, to meet the 
Weight of the enemy's metal by a force 
strong enough to resist its mighty 
mass. 

It was gtill possible that the Ger- 
mang might be smashed on their left 
‘wing, hurled, back to the west between 
Paris and the sea, and cut off from 
ns. It was 
‘undoubtedly - - this impending: . peril 
‘which scared the. enemy’s Headquar- 
ters Staff and ‘Upset all its “ealeula- 
tions. They had not anticipated the 


rapidity: of thé supporting movement 


of the allied armies, and at the very 
gates of Paria they saw themselves 
balked of. their prize; the gréatest 
prize of the war, by thé necessity of 
changing front. 

To do them justice, they réalized in- 
etantly the new order of ‘things, and 
with quick and marvelous decision did 
not hesitate to alter the direction of 
their main force. Instead of procéed- 
ing to the west of Paris they swung 
round steadily to the southeast in or · 
der to keep their armies away from 
the enveloping movement of the 
French: ahd English and drive their 
famous wedge-like formation south- 
ward Tor the purpose of dividing the 
alliéd forces of the west from the 
French Army of the east. The mirac- 
wlous had happened and Paris, for a 
little time at least, is unmolested. 

That brings mé back to the fighting 


{at Crefl and Compiegne, which pro- 


deeded trom: last —— ‘until two 


“days later. : 


The guns, were at —5 at midnight 
on Tuesday, when I passed the Sne- 
ish headquarters. This © battle had 
only one purpose so far as the Ger- 
mans were concerned. It was to keep 


jour British soldiers busy, as well as 


to hold the front of the French Allies 
on our right, while their debordant 
movements’ took place behind this 
‘fighting screen. 

, Once'again, as throughout the ‘war, 
they ‘showed their immense — 
ority in mitrailleuses, which gives 
them marvelous mobility. and a very 
deadly advantage.

‘spite of'Gén, Joffre’s severe rebuke:

Looking, therefore, at the éxtraor- 
dinary transformation throughout the 
field of war in France, one thing 
stands out clear cut afd distinct. 
Having been thwarted in their pur- 
pose to walk through the western way 
to Paris by thé enormous forces 
massed on their flanks, the Germans 
have adopted ah entirely new plan of 
campaign and have thrust their 
armies deep’ down into the centre of 
France in order to divide the -west- 
ern armies of the Allies from the 
army on thé eastern frontier. 
a tThenacing manoélivre, and it can- 
not Be hidden that. the army of Lor- 
raine is in danger of being cut off. by 
thé enemy’s armies of the left. .- 

At the samé time the German right 
is ewinging round in a southwesterly 
direction in order to attack. the allied |: 
forces on the east and-south. ~. Paris. 
is. thus. left, out ofagcount, 28 
time being, but it depends. upon. 
issues of the next few days whether 
thé. threatened peril will be. averted 
from it by the immense army now 
protecting it. I believe the spirit of 
our own troops and. their French 
comrades is so splendid that. with 
their new. strength they will. be equal 
to that formidable attack. 


Nothing certainly is belng left to 
Chance. For miles all around Paris 
trenchés are being dug in: the -roads, 
and. little sectional trenches on’ the 
broad roads of France, first one on 
this side of the way, and then one on 
the other side, so that a motor car 
traveling along the road has to drive 


‘in a series of sharp curves to avoid 


pitfalls: 

Theré was feverish activity on the 
west side of the Paris fortifications 
when I passed between St. Germain 
and St. Dennis. 

Barthworks. are being constantly 
thrown up between the forts, and the 
triple curves of the Seine are being 
intrenched so that thousands of men 
may take cover there and form a ter- 
rific defense against-any attack. 

Gen. Galliéni, the Military Governor 
of Paris,.is a man. of energy and iron 
resolution, and no doubt under his 
command Paris, if-it has to undergo 
a siege (which God avert!) will de- 
fend itself well, now that it has had 
these precious. days of respite. 

. After watidering along thé westerly 
and southerly roads, I started for 
Paris when thousands and scores of 
thousands were flying from it.

German Airship Activity. 

German airships have been showing 
increasing activity lately on the Ger- 
man east: front.. Some shots were 
fired. at.an aeroplane, causing it to de- 
scend by planing. Tt was then found 
that the aviator was wounded, but he 
ran the moment he touched the ground 
and had to be shot. 

On. board this aeroplane was also an 
Austrian Colonel, whose first. inquiry 
was whether he was regarded as a 
spy-or a prisoner. The reply was that 
he. was-a prisoner’ of war. Then he 
became quite talkative, and asked if 
the Russians had heard anything of 
the German. treatment of refugees. A 
Russian paper lying on a table was 
roughly translated to him, and he ex- 
claimed: 

“The blackguards! It is a disgrace 
to fight alongside such: beasts.” 

The German system of using the 
third element. in the war appears to 
be to send in aeroplanes for prelim- 
inary scouting and, when. they are 
sufficiently instructed by the reports 
of the specialists who-accompany the 
aviators and by the photographs taken 
over the enemy’s territory, tor dispatch 
Zeppelins with large stocks. of. ex- 
plosives, in the hope of doing signal 
damage at important , points. 

The crew of a Zeppelin recently 
brought down. on the Russian front 
consisted of thirty men, among them 
being .two staff officers and two ar- 
tillery officers. A large part of the 
plans and photographs were de- 
stroyed before the machine came .to 
earth, but the apparatus and nega- 
tives were captured, with alarge stock 
of explosives. 

At Ekaterinoslav there arrived a 
delegate of a Czech organization, whoa 
acquainted his fellow Czechs. with re- 
cent occurrences in Austria, and in a 
fiery speech urged them now or_never 
to. seek final vengeance on the .Ger- 
manic tyrants.for their long and.cruel 
oppregsion of the-Slays.. ....

The wives and children of 
all who were suspected of taking paft 
in the demonstration, against the war 
were shot and their bodies thrown into 
the river. The Czech politcal leaders 
were also shot.

NORWAY TO SELL SHIPS. 


Anxious for America to Get Her Old 
“Ones and to Build a New Fleet. 
Special Cable to Tom New Yorke Timms. 
COPENHAGEN, Sept. 7, (Dispatch 

to The London Daily Newsj—“Nor- 

wegian ships soon will be selling like 
hot cakes,” an American said to me 
today. “Any one with a ship to sell 
is anxious to oblige the United. States, 
now that it has decided to build a new 
commercial fleet and to pay $400,000,.

ROOMS FOUND FOR THEM 


W. A. Clark Arrives on Crulser 
Tennessee—Has Asked Embassy to 
Protect Hie Treasures in Paris. 


Special Cable to Tom New Yore TrMus. 

LONDON, Sept. 7,—With the arrival 
in London in the last twenty-four 
hours of approximately 3,000 Ameri+ 
can refugees, the majority in greater 
distress than any others who have 
heretofore reached here, the members 


‘of the American Relief Committee 


found themselves swamped. 

According to Herbert C. Hoover, 
Chairman of the committee, the latest 
arrivals are in sore plight. Many ar- 
rived late last nicht, and the menibers 
of the committee were engaged early 
this morning {nh getting rooms for 
them, but after a few hours’ sleep 
hundreds of refugees, a large number 
of whom were German-Americans, 
swarmed into the committee’s rooms 
at the Savoy Hotel. 

Few had any money. Others had 
gome Continental coins. Toward noon 
the cries of hungry children created a 
din heard above the talk of —— 
refugees. 

In order that the most needy might 
get food, Mr, Hoover began to give out 
small amounts to heads of families, 
and tonight he arranged ‘to hire many 
rooms in Bruce House, which is a 
London County Council lodging house. 
Provision was also made for furnish- 
ing meals to the destitute. 

In view of the large influx of ref- 
ugees the steamship companies said 
today that unless extra vessels were 
added to the sailing lists it might be 
several weeks before all the appli- 
cants for passage could be accommo- 
dated’ This does not necessarily 
mean indefinite delay for many of 
the poorer refugees who originally 
came to Europe in the steerage and 
expect to return home that way. Oth- 


er accommodations, however, are lim-|' 


ited,

ASKS LOUVAINERS TO RETURN. 


Burgomaster Says’ Burning and 
Robbing Will Not Be Resumed. 


ROTTHRDAM, (via London,) Tues- 
day, Sept. 8.—In view of the fact that 
the .Germans: have established civil 
government in the parts of Belgium 
occupied, by. their troops, the Burgo- 
master of Louvain and .a committee 
of citizens have called on the. burghers 
of that city to return there and re- 
sume their ordinary vocations. The 
call was’ in the form of “a “poster, 
which was exhibited in the streets of 
Louvain today. It said: 

“After considering the matter 
with the German military authorities 
I asked the inhabitants of Louvain 
to return to the city to resume their 
occupations. 

“The orders previously — re- 
main in force. The people“are pro-' 
hibited from being on ‘the ‘stréets 
after 7 o'clock in the’ evening, Bei- 
gian time. All those having arms and 
ammunition shall. turn them over at 
the City. Hall. All hostile demonstra- 
tions toward the German troops must 
be avoided. The German authorities 
have promised that with. these-orders 
obeyed there will be no more burning 
or robbing, and. that. the population 
will no longer be harassed. 

“We are greatly concerned with 
the re-establishment of . community 
life. Police service and a water sup- 
ply will be provided. “Volunteer police 
will be called, the men to carry badges 
Lon their arms and also identification 
papers., Those who are willing to 
serve afte requested to report at the 
City Hall.”
